Bé- 
sides Magoon; Tittmann and Clarkson 
expressed the opinion that the Board of 
Education has no authority to prohibit 
football even if it wishes to...

Vote Stood Six to Five. 

The vote Cuesday night stood: Ayes 
—Taussig, Woodward, Simon, Tittman, 
Cullinane and Moore. Noes—Garneau, 
Johnson, Magoon, Clarkson and Cave. 

The following expressions of opinion 
were given to Post-Oispatch reporters 
by members of the Board of Education: 

Rhodcs E. Cuve: I favor football 
because it gives alertness of thought, 
moral courage and physical training. 

Edward J. O'Neill: I see no ob- 
jection to football in the public schools. 
While in my personal opinion soccer 
may have some advantages over rugby, 
I should not advocate that the former 
should supplant the latter. 

Boys Outside Jurisdiction. 

H. H, Tittmann: I'm not against 
football. in the schools. The Board of 
Education couldn't abolish the game if 
it wanted to, as the boys are not under 
its jurisdiction outside of sghool hours. 

Fr. L. Magoon: I am _ absolutely 
against football. I have no more use 
for it than Dr. Taussig has. No boy 
of mine should ever play it if I knew 
it. Nevertheless, I should vote against 
& resolution to abolish the game in the 
public schools, because I should con- 
sider such a ‘resolution just as silly 
as one voting that the students should 
not attend the theater. The Board of 
Education has no control over the stu- 


‘Gents outside of school hours, and if 


they choose to play football we can’t 
help it. It is better, since we cannot 
‘abolish the game, to retain some control 
over it by the system now used, of ap- 
pointing a member of each high school 
faculty as coach. This is the lesser of 
two : evils.

Ww. Palme believe in 


football. ‘That a a ox “i have been in- 
jured or even killed is no more an argu- 
ment for abolishing the game in the 
schools than the fatalities in hunting, 
automobiling and baseball are reasons 
for eliminating these sports.

Geaher prices are demanded for Ok- 
jahoma natural gas by the two syndi- 
cates seeking franchises in St. Louis

year. The St. Louis Gas, Light, Heat 
and Power Co., which introduced its bill 
in the Municipal Assembly Tuesday 
night, is asking 45 cents a thousand 
cubic feet for gas.from the Braden 
wells. T..N. Bavnsdall and Braden last 
year offered to sell this same gas at % 
cents. 

The syndicate headed by James. O. 
Rodgers of pee 259.9 is asking 40 cents 
for gas it offe at 3 cents last year. 
The Municipal Assembly failed to act 
on the 36-cent natura: gas bills. 

The price of 4 cents is subject to cer 
tain conditions. The consumer is to get 
§ per cent discount forspayment of bills 
within 10 days, and the city is to get 5 
per cent. of the gross receipts of the 
company, making the net rate to the 
company about 4 cents. The Rodgers 
company offers 1 per cent of the gross 
receipts to the city. 

The backers of the bills say the cost 
of holding their leases in Oklahoma had 
made it necessary for them to demand 
higher prices. It costs $3000 to drill a 
natural gas well, and certain royalties 
in addition to the cost of the legse 
must be paid whether or not the. wells 
are producing. 

New Concern Won't Oppose Rodgers. 

The promoters of the new natural gas 
company say they will not oppose a 
franchise to the Rodgers syndicate. They 
are perfectly willling, they say, for the 
Municipal Assembly to pass the Rodgers 
bill. 

The Council committee on public im- 
provements will call a public hearing 
on the St. Louis company’s bill within 
the next. two weeks. The bill will go 
to the committee after its second read- 
ing Friday night. ‘This committee is 
now.considering the Rodgers bill, which 
provides that a franchise shall be grant- 
ed to James O. Rodgers of Iola, Kan.; 
George Bowlus and George Nicholson, 
also of Iola; Willis B. Hale of Cleve- 
land and George V. Reynolds of » St. 
Louis. 

The incorporators of the St. Lae 
concern are: P. D, C. Ball, president; G., 
T. Braden of Pittsburg, vice-president; 
Erastus Wells, secretary, and Charles A. 
Stix and J. D. Dana, directors. 


Gea From Oklahoma.’ 
The capital stock of the company, 


all said to be paid and on, deposit in 
a St. Louts bank, is $100,000.. G T. Bra- 
den holds the largest number of shares, 
and controjs the gas fields in Oklaho- 
ma,’ from which the company proposes 
to obtain its supply. 

The bills from which. the Council will 
have to choose differ in important par- 
ticulars.

Gas Within Three Years. 

In the St. Louis.company’s franchise 
it is stipulated that the pipes shall 
be laid from the gas pools to the 
city limits within two years after the 
passage of the ordinance; that within 
three years the company shall be able 
to meet all the demands of consumers 
up to 100,000 cubie feet a day for each 
mile of pipe; that the gas shall contain 
at least 600 heat units; that there shali 
be four stations in different parts ot 
the city and that not more than 60,000,000 
cubic feet shall be supplied daily. 


There is also a provision that the 
franchise shail not be transferred or 
sold and that there shalt oe no merger 
with any other corporation under pen- 
alty of forfeiture. 


None of those guarantees is contained 
in the Rodgers bilk In the Rodgers 
measure, however, it is agreed that the 
city shall have the right to purchase the 
company’s plant at intervals of five 
years after the first decade of opera- 
tion.

CHURCH WOMEN 
DEMAND VOTES 
IN CONFERENCE 


Southern Methodist. Church 
Asked to Extend Right 
Granted in Northern. 








Southern Methodist women of St. 
Louis have declared themselves church 
suffragettes by officially voicing a de- 
mand that they be permitted to rote in 
church councils. Every woman present 
at the Women’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety’s meeting Tuesday afternoon voted 
for this resotution: 

Resolved, That as an act of justice 


the women of Softthern Methodism 
be allowed the full rights of the 
laity. The women of Southern 
Methodism do not desire to do the 
work which the men of the church 
are doing, but we do desire to be 
heard as to the management of our 
own work. We destfre.the right to’ 
say how the money we: raise shall 
be appropriated. 

There is nothing revolutionary in this 
demand, according to the leadtrg in 
the movement. Yet is is a new move- 
ment on the part of Southern matnpeiet 
women. 

Following M. Ev Church. 

“The women of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, the Northern Methodists,”’ 
Mrs. Charles M. Hawkins told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday; “have 
had the rights of the laity for 16 years, 
but We of the Southerh Church have 
made no demand for such rights until 
the present time. St. Louls wom- 
en merely are falling in line with 
the women througheut the denomina- 
tion. This resolution will have to be 
acted upon by the general conference, 
which meets next May at Asheville, N.

Now that they have gone through | the ‘gerdbantty of 
introducing the deep waterways from the Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf and squandered a quarter of a million dol- 
lars by taking a lot, of politicians on an excursion 
down the Mississippi, I wonder if the business men 
of St. Louis and other cities along the route believe 
taat Uncle Semuel will really undertake the job, and 
if he does undertake it, do they believe that it will 
be completed in our time on earth? 


The French and American governments have been | 


digging at the Panama Canal, through a strip of 
land only 47 miles in length, from ocean to ocean, 
for 30 years and the route runs mostly through the 
valley, the only difficult places being at Gold Hill, 
Culebra, kncwn.as “Culebra Cut,” which is about a 
mile in length, and at Empire, where they have come 
in contact with some solid rock for a short distance, 
and another place at Gatun, where the canal comes 
in contact with the Chagres River, and they are still 
digging and are yet a long way from completion.

Mr. Taft has defined his own theory 
of the Roosevelt policies in the follow- 
ing language: 

“Mr. Roosevelt's chief policy was the 
determination to make the great cor-' 
porations of the country obey the law, 
and those corporations included the rail- 
roads and the great industrial corpora- 
tions that do a large industrial business 
and that have shown a tendency to mo- 
nopolize business and suppress compe- 
tition.’’ 

With due respect to Mr. Taft, Mr. 
Roosevelt's ‘‘chief policy”’ was not ‘‘to 
make the great corporations of the 
country’ obey the law,’’ but to obtain 
new laws and new legislation increas- 
ing the President’s autocratic power 
over business. Every annual message 
was an appeal to Congress for more 
law and more power, until finally he de- 
manded the authority to suppress all 
corporation wrong-doing “not by judicial 
but by executive action.’’ 

Federal regulation of great corpora- 
tlone was not Mr. Roosevelt's policy, 
but the American people’s policy. In 
response to their demands, Congress 
passed the interstate comimérce law 22 
years ago, and the Sherman anti-trust 
law 19 years ago. A rigid and impartial 
enforcement of those laws has not been 
anybody's policy; but Mr. Taft has al- 
ready gone further than any of his 
predecessors, and the world has begun 
to believe that enforcement of the law 
ig to be the great Taft policy.
